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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tami (US 
5,383,279). 

Tami discloses in Figures 1-1 1, a pin sight comprising: 

a) a first portion (11) configured for attachment to a bow (Fig. 1); 

b) a second portion (12 & 22) pivotally connected to the first portion to allow the 
second portion to pivot away from the first portion when the bow is aimed 
downwardly (Figs. 3 & 4); 

c) a pin (41) carried by the second portion (Fig. 2), the pin including a sight 
point (42), and; 

d) the pin being slidable relative to the second portion in a direction towards or 
away from the target (Figs. 3 & 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tami in view of 
Afshari (US 6,560,884 Bl). 

Tami discloses an pin sight, as stated above in paragraph 2. 

Tami does not disclose a sight pin including an end of a fiber optic cable. 

Afshari teaches an aiming device for use on archery bows that consists of a sight pin 
including an end of a fiber optic cable (125). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to further modify the pin sight 
of Tami, so as to replace Afshari' s sight pin with the fiber optic sight pin, as taught by Afshari, 
because both are well known alternate types of sight pins which will perform the same function, 
if one is replaced with the other of providing an aiming device for use on an archery bow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 1-15 and 20 are allowed. 

6. Claims 17-18 and 21-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on December 13, 2004 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The prior art cited on PTO-892 and not mentioned above disclose an aiming device: 
Thell (US 5,465,491) 
Sherman (US 4,967,478) ■
